We have completed the interrogation and carriage testing of Zef Shyti 
and GJergi Koka and removed them to Lavrion. These men exfi It rated from 
Yugoslavia posing as members of the 1950 Red One Team. Interrogation and 
carriage test results indicate they are not agents of another power. 

c c Future operations in the planning stage - recruitment and training 



✓ (1) Planning for 1953 includes the preparation and infiltration of 

six 4 man teams. In addition to the cleared, experienced agents we have 
on hand, we expect RECASTING to provide more high level men for our use. 

(2) The four Vf/T trainees from Germany have been moved to this station

should such action be authorised.

(7) Gash is being held at the Ekali safehouse against 1953 operational 
requirements.
